the standard cotton hook, such as is in 
universal use in the handling of cotton. 
In order to raise the cotton from the 
ground to allow it to travel on the tral- 
ley, a link is used, which can be seen in 
the drawing. A six-foot lever of gas pipe 
with a rope on the outer end is slipped over 
the free end of the link in order to give 
the necessary leverage to raise the bale. 
Trial has demonstrated that this device is 
well adapted to the purpose, as a bale of 
cotton can be swung in the air in less than 
20 seconds. By means of two fingers pull- 
ing upward on the free end of the link the 
bale can be instantly tripped, and it drops 
to the ground, freeing itself from the 
hooks.
